NEVER IN DANGER. 


CAPT. BAUDELON SURPRISED ATTHE 
PUBLIC’S ANXIETY—THE SHIP'S LOG. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—When the news- 
poe, reporters boarded La Gascogne to get 

é st of the eventful voyage from oftfi- 
cers and passengers, the ship's people, re- 
ticient as usual, made as little as possi- 
ble of the long delay® Capt. Baudelon when 
told of the great anxiety about the fate of 
his vessel was busy with details of the land- 
ing of his ship. e said, brushing the dew 
of a cup of coffee from his moustache: 

“You astonish me. Alarmed about our 
safety? Why should that be? We were all 
right. There never was a moment's dan- 
ger. Just a mishap to one of our cylinders 
and it caused us to make a long trip in- 
stead. Here’s the log, look over it. You'll 
gee there was nothing much the matter 
with us,” and then the gallagt sailor 


t a cigar and climbed up the bri . 


The log of La Gascogne reports heavy 
sea and rough weather through the entire 
trip. No vessels were met until the lith 
inst., when at 11 a. m., signals and salutes 
were exchanged with an English steamer 
of the Inman line, steaming west. On the 
10th inst. a water logged and abandoned 
schooner was passed. „ There is not a word 
in the log of any accident to the La Gas- 


cogne. 
The Captain said he had no time to go 
into minute details. Just at the time the 
repairs were being made the weather was 
awful. It was necessary for everything to 
be closed tight and the passengers were all 
kept below. But not a rope was parted 
after the repairs. We did not attempt to 
get under headway for some time. 

“The sea was so rough that we could not 

ke the risk. 

Ne averaged sixty-two revolutions, but 
after repairs she could make only thirty- 
Later this was reduced for the sake 
Dafety to thirty. During the storm the 
passengers were made as comfortable as 
possible. They could not be better behaved. 

We passed the first ship yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. She was an Inman liner 
bound for Philadelphia and we signalled 
her asking her to report us with machinery 
injured and to notify the agents to send 
tugs to Sandy Hook. 

“The piston that was broken was not ex- 
actly repaired. It was isolated and the 
others were then used. This was difficult, 
because the engines are quadruple expan- 
sion and the cylinders were tandem. ith 


„the old triple expansion engine, it would not 


have been so difficult to repair, nor would 
the accident have been so serious.”’ 

“How about the second delay of twenty- 
four hours?’ =. 

“That was on account of the after cylin- 
der heating. The worst part was the center 
being disabled. The steam went directly 
from the high pressure to quadruplex ex- 
pansion.”’ 

The Captain spoke proudly of his ship, his 
ttrew and his passengers. Considering the 
extent of the accident and the fearful 
— he thought the ship had done no-

A FLEET OF TUGS-SURROUNDED THE

NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—As the Gascogne 
Slowly passed Fire Island making her way 
to harbor, she showed her red lights, which 
meant that her steering gear was out of 
order.

WHAT THE RECORDS SHOW. . 

In the office of County Clerk Lampen 

there are the records of the case, which 

show the total wreck. ef the dead man’s 


estate and his defalcation from the State. 
Elijah Ramsay, the son of Rufus N. 
Ramsay, took out letters of administration 
on Nov... 18, „ He was also appointed 
Treasurer by Gov. Altgeld, six days after 
his father’s death, so that he had full swin 
to patch up matters with the bondsmen an 
prevent the matter from being made public. 
The full truth as to Ramsay's involved 
financial condition did not dawn upon the 
community until the bondsmen filed a 
claim in the County Court for $863,589.52. 
The amount was so stupendous that Judge 
Jesse Jones refused to allow it until further 
proof of its correctness was filed. This was 
done on Feb. 9, when an itemized stater 
of the amounts abstracted by Ramsay f 
the State Treasury was put in the hand 
the court. It showed that Ramsay had 
gun tampering with State funds seven days 
after taking office. He was sworn in Jan. 3, 
and on Jan. 11, 1898, he helped himself to 
$25,000. One form of his embezzlement was 
to take the cash from the State funds and 
turn in a personal due Dill, having it 
charged up as cash. His first due bill is 
worded as follows: 

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Jan. 11, 1893. 

Received of Rufus N. Ramsay, 15. 000 on 
account of my pay as Treasurer, and 
hereby authorize him to receipt for and 
indorse in my name Auditors amount there- 
for. . RUFUS N. RAMSAY. 
On Jan. 19, he took $15,000 and on Jan. 24. 
$20,000 more was withdrawn. On March 4, 
he drew $5,000, on May 10, $13,000, June 6, 
$5,600, June 21, $5,000, July 21, $12,000. This lat- 
ter bill gives evidence that he was more 
careless in his manner of drawing. He 
simply wrote as follows: 

“Received of Rufus N. Ramsay, State 
Treasurer, $12,000 for ——. 
“RUFUS N. RAMSAY.” 

His last withdrawal in 18938 was Nov. Ili, 
when he for the first time took an odd sum. 
His due bill on this date was for $4,761. For 
a whole year, then, there was a total in- 
termission, so far as the itemized state- 
ment of the bondsmen shows, and then 
there comes one more, the last. It reads 
as follows: 

“STATE TREASURER OFFICE, 
“Springfield, III., Nov. 8, 1894 
“Received of Rufus N. Ramsay, $10,000. 
“RUFUS N. RAMSAY.” 

This was the day upon which Mr. Ram- 
say took to his . According to the 
copies in the Clerk’s office several of the 
due bills have the initial E' underneath 
the State Treasurer’s signature. These 
r work of Elijah Ramsay, who 
being his father’s chief clerk, had the au- 
thority to sign for him. This shows con- 
clusivel that he must have been ac- 
quainted with his father’s methods of busi- 
ness.

Trenton in Clinton County, May ® 
His father, Stanhope: Ramsay, yet 
came to this country in 1817 from Ch 
ville, N. C., and has witnessed the develop- 
ment of this State from a territory to the 
third State in the union. In 1834 T. 8. Ram- 
say and Ha were married, and to 
them were born Blam S., James H., Rufus 
N. and Cornelia, now Mrs. George Vernon 
of this city; now Mrs. Andrews of 
Washington, D. C., and Alice, now wife of 
z. raughn, “gurveyor-General of the 
State of I 0. 

ufus N. Ramsay until 19 years of age 
remained on the old homestead. He at- 
tended the Illinois College at Jacksonville, 
III., two years in succession, subsequently 
taught school in Trenton one year, and thus 
obtained funds to continue his work at col- 
lege. He spent two years at McKendree 
College in Lebanon, III., and then entered 
the State University at Bloomington, from 
where he graduated on June 16, 1844. H 
had previously read law with Gov. French, 
and in 1864 resumed the study with Judge 
W. H. Underwood of Belleville. In Febru- 
ary, 1865, he was admitted to the bar, and 
the same year opened an office in this city. 
In the meantime he was elected County 
Clerk, which position he held for eight 
years. He gradually became interested 
in farm lands and real esate, and quit 
the law when he had a large and. lucrative 
practice. 

In 1870 the banks of Ramsay and Seiter 
at Carlyle and Seiter and Ramsey at 
Lebanon were organized and prospered 
until 1880, when the partnership was dis- 
solved, the resident partner in each city 
assuming full control. In 1864 he married 
Miss Julia Toney of St: Louis. In litics 
he was a life-long Democrat. In 1888 he 
was elected as a Representative from this 
Forty-second District, and was re-elected 
in 1890.

THE NEWS RECEIVED BY THE RELA-

PARIS, Feb. 12.—The news of the safe 
arrival at New York of the steamship 
La Gascogne was received here shortly 
after 10 o’clock last night.

CRIMINAL COURT REFORM. 


Members of the State Legislature are 
justified in viewing with suspicion any 
bill for the relief of St. Louis courts which 
does not provide for the relief of the 
Criminal Court from political pulls and 
corrupt influences which have afflicted it 
under existing conditions. 

Since the Post-Dispatch first advocated 

the merging of the Criminal Court with 
the Circuit Courts as a necessary meas- 
ure of relief, public sentiment has stead- 
ily grown in favor of it. The bill ap- 
proved by the Bar Association was de- 
signed to meet this great need of the 
Criminal Court while increasing the effi- 
ciency of all the courts and removing 
difficulties which embarrass their work. 
It embodies the reforms which experience 
has shown to be desirable. It is not the 
bill of any person or faction or political 
machine, but was designed to promote 
the public welfare and is indorsed by 
several hundreds of the leading lawyers 
of the St. Louls bar, by many hundred 
leading business men, by all, in fact, who 
have given honest and intelligent con- 
sideration to the subject. ' 
In view of the nature and object of this 
bill and the sentiment supporting it, there 
is reason to suspect that opposition to 
the criminal feature of the measure is 
supported by influences not in favor of 
any plan of judiciary reform which will 
abolish the opportunity for political con- 
trol or interference in thé administre- 
tion of criminal law.

THE FARMER'S WHEAT STANDARD. 


Over production as an explanation of 
the low price of wheat is conclusively | 
contradicted by the report of the statis- 
tician of the Agricultural Department, 
which shows that the production of wheat 
has not even kept pace with the increase 
of population during the fifteen years 
in which the average price of wheat to 
the farmer has fallen more than one-half. 
The report shows that from 1871 to 1880 
the average annual yield was 312,152,728 
bushels, the average farm value of which 
was’ $1.04 per bushel, or $327,402,258 for 
the crop.. In the succeeding decade (1881- 
90) the average was 449,695,350 a year, 
worth 82 cents a bushel or $371,809,504 for 
the crop. In the following four years 
(1891-94) the yearly average wa8A76,678,028 
bushels, worth an average of 67 cents, or 
$321,886,325. The yield of 1894 was. 460,- 
267,416, worth 49 cents a bushel or $225,- 
902,025. 

This terrible shrinkage in the value of 
the wheat crop is what makes so many 
farmers hold that the silver dollar is 
“as good as wheat,” and that the gold 
doliar is a device to make them give two 
bushels of wheat in exchange for what 
they. formerly got for one bushel. They

DRAWING TO A CLOSE. 


Arguments ina Big Railroad Case at 
Hannibal. 


HANNIBAL, Mo., Feb. 12.—The greet rail- 
road case which was first tried before Judge 
Ellison in the Macon County Circuit Court 
in September, 1889, and which has since been 
in the various courts in the State, is rapidly 
drawing to a close. The style of the case 
is Benezette Williams et al. vs. The Chicago, 
Santa Fe and California Railway Co., the 
roadbed of this company having been con- 
structed by the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railway. The plaintiffs are engineers and 
contractors, mostly of Chicago, who had 
the contract for the construction of 114 miles 
of the Santa Fe, when that road was built 
through Illinois, Iowa and Missouri in 1887. 
The plaintiffs sue for $188,000. The railroad 
company offered them $20,000 as balance due, 
this being the amount of the estimate of 
the defendants" engineers. The counsel for 
plaintiffs are Hon. George A. Mahan of this 
city and Judge John E. McKeighan of St. 
Louis, while the counsel of defendants are 
Gardiner Lathrop of Kansas City and. Ben 
Eli Guthrie of Macon City. 

When the case was tried in the Macon 
Circuit Court the court held that the en- 
gineers’ estimates should goven, according 
to the contract, and so directed the jury. The 
plaintiffs appealed and the case was re- 
versed, the mandate from the Supreme 


[Court giving the plaintiffs the right to in- 


troduce testimony on their side. This opened 
the case to the widest range of evidence 
and it was necessary to appoint a referee 
to take it. Judge F. L. Schofield was re- 
elected and the 8 evidence was be- 
gun before him in this city last February 
and concluded in the early part of August. 

The arguments were not nomen until last 
Monday (Feb. 4), when Hon. A. Mahan 
opened for the 8 speaking during 
court hours, until 10 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing. He was followed by Mr. Guthrie, who 
concluded his speech yesterday afternoon, 
This morning Mr. Lathrop his argu 
ment and expects to occupy the attention o 
the spurs until Thursday, when Ju 
Keighan will close the ar en 
eae It is hardly probable 

cKeighan will close his add 
Saturday afternoon, as he will review the 
evidence entirely and endeavor to convince;

He is also authorized to grant permits free 
of cost to cut and use timber — the con- 
struction of bridges, school-houses or other 
structures for public use in the vicinity of 
such timber, and bona fide residents on the 
public lands and prospectors for minerals 
may be permitted to take timber from the 
public lands, under regulations te be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Interior, 
for firewood, fencing or building purposes 
pace their claims, but not for sale or specu- 
ation. ‘ 

Provision is made for a settler who is up- 
on land in a reservation to secure other 
land and receive payment for his improve- 
ments. Settlers may maintain schools and 
churches within the reservations and are 
granted two acres of land for each school 
house and one acre for each church. Each 
state within which a forest reservation is 
located shall have civil and criminal juris- 
diction over persons in such reservations.

rofits. The income tax law is a part of the 
ariff law, entitled An act to reduce taxa- 
tion, to 1 revenue for the Govern- 
ment and for other purposes,“ which went 
into effect Aug. 28, 1 It provides for the 
collection of the income tax from and r 
the first day of January, 1895, and until the 
first day of January, 1900. 

The regulations for the collection of the 
tax are very strict, on account of the rea- 
sonable fear that individuals and corpork- 
tions may seek a loop-hole through which to 
escape its operation. The annual returns 
must be made to the Collector on or before 
the first Monday in March, and the same 
must be forwarded by the Collector to the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue at Wash- 
ington by April 15, 

tems of interest to persons affected by 
the tax are as follows: 

Guardians, trustees, executors, or anyone 
acting in a judiciary capacity, must make a 
return of the income of any minor or person 
for whom they act. 

No deduction will be made for amounts 
— for new buildings or improve- 

Only one deduction of $4,000 will be made 
from the aggregate income of a family, 
consisting of the parents and minor chil- 
dren, or of husband and wife. Guardians 
will be allowed to make the deduction in 
favor of each ward, except the wards have 
joint property interests, 

Persons who neglect to make a return 
will pay an extra tax of 50 per cent as a 
penalty. Persons who make a false return 
— pay double the tax on their actual in- 
come. 

Partnerships as such are not liable to tax- 
ation of joint profits, but each individual 
‘member of the partnership shall include 
— share of the profits in his indtvidual 

Bt. 

Non-resident or foreign corporations are 
subject to the same laws as resident corpo- 
rations. 

Corporations which fail to make returns 
are to be fined $1,000 by the Collector and 
assessed 2 per cent per month until the 
tax is paid. 

Exemptions from the tax are: Charitable, 

religious or educational associations, stocks 
or funds, held by a fiduciary or trustee for 
charitable, religious or educational pur- 
poses; building associations which lend to 
shareholders; banks which have no stock- 
holders, except depositors and no capital 
r deposits; mutual insurance compa- 
nies. 
There are regulations for the computa- 
tion of income; for the taxation of Govern- 
ment officers; appeals and penalties of di- 
vulging the amount of source of income.

It cannot be said that his kindnéss to 
Uncle Sam has been appreciated in all di- 
rections.. Bankers have praised him and 
thanked him for saving them the worry and 
expense of a panic, but others, who consider 
themselves high-grade patriots, have de- 
nounced him and Mr. Morgan, saying that 
they took the country by the throat and 
squeezed it in its hour of n 

Yesterday I invited Mr. Belmont to come 
to luncheon and to make plain for the 
benefit of the readers of the Post- 
Dispatch the exact situation of af- 
fairs. He came, and he was be 
yond all question most interesting and in- 
structive. He proved his fitness for success 
by eating only one thing, mutton hashed 
up with green peppers, and by drinking 
nothing but some gasy water out of a siphon. 
The man who knows enough to eat little and 
drink nothing in the middle of the day is a 
wise man. If he also knows enough to eat 
plenty and drink moderately of the best 
wine at night when his work is done it is 
safe to predict the great things for him. 

Mr: Belmont is a rather small man. Of 


course his personality is most interesting 


to all Americans. 

He is unusually small, considering the 
magnitude of his transactions. In spite of 
“history and Bonaparte we always expect 
a man of big deeds to be a man of big body. 
He has a head big for his body. His hair is 
black and it is parted in the middle. The part 
in the middle is a mistake, but it is only a 
matter of imitation in this case. Most young 
men in New York part their hair in the 
middle. When this August Belmont has sold 
and bought a few hundred millions more of 
bonds he will part his hair far over on one 
side, as did the other August Belmont, his 
father. He wears little white gaiters over 
his walking boots, and dresses—at least he 
did yesterday—in light whipcord, a very sen- 
- gible selection. Whipcord is the stuff of 
which riding breeches and other sporting 
garments are made of, and it soothes the 
true sportsman to wear it in his working 
hours. Mr. Belmont wears a pin which seems 
to point a moral. The pin is made of an 
edelweiss; held captive in a bulb of glass. 
It seems to say: 

„Here dwells a pure soul free from the con- 
tamination which surrounds it.“ 

Mr. Belmont has a small black mustache 
and the pupils of his gray eyes were very 
big yesterday. They were too big, showing 
nervous exhaustion. It is probably trying 
on the nerves to have thirty mililons of 
bonds on your back. There may be a fine 
chance for profit, but that the per cent 
shrinkage would mean a loss of a milliorf and 
a half. 

Mr. Belmont talks finance in a way that is 
most charming and bewildering. He re- 
members gold reserves and bank holdings 
for'months back and quotes figures running 
into millions as the ordinary Americap 
quotes the standing of some club in the 
base-ball league. 

WHAT HE KNOWS AND THINKS. 

That is enough of a personal identification 
of Mr. Belmont, who evidently means to do 
something with himself and not sit down on 
the money left him and keep it warm. Now 


for what he knows and thinks. 
One day, not very long ago, he was walk- 


ing upstairs with Mr. Cannon, who ia Presi- 
dent of the Chase National Bank. They dis- 
cussed the continual drain on the Treasury 
and the possible effect on the business and 
prosperity of the country. Belmont talked 
about it for a little while, then thought 
about it for a long while and finally t to 
Washington to propose to the Government 
a plan for putting into the Treasury some 
gold that would stay there. He was con- 
vinted, to begin with, that to be of any per- 
manent value the new gold supply must 
come, in large part at least, from abroad— 
that we must get back some of the gold 
drawn from this country. He cabled to 
Europe, asking what they would be willing 
to do about taking our bonds, and what 
priee they would pay for them in gold for a 
hundred millions of them. Instead of jump- 
ing at the chance to get this fair country in 
their ravenous clutches the foreign gold men 
were very doubtful about taking any Amer- 
ican bonds at all. Their answers to prelim- 
inary questions (I have read the answers) 
were most discouraging. Things looked 
black over here, and the Rothschilds and 
other golden fountains of Europe did not 
hanker after our securities, thank you. 
But Mr. Belmont persisted and kept on 
cabling. He urged the Europeans with their 
piles of yellow metal to consider that they 
could do nothing wiser than to take good 
securities And give this country the help 
needed, if only to protect their own interests 
here. At last, very grudgingly came suf- 
ficient encouragement to enable him to go 
ahead. He went on to Washington and 
talked to Mr. Cleveland—the differences in 
the sizes of the two men truly recalls Ma- 
homet again to the mountain—and at last

Is not the present 
drain on the gold reserve of the Treasury 
due to a lack of absolute money, currency 
or otherwise, in the Government hands? If 
the Government issued a big popular loan 
and got the amount from the people in cur- 
rency would not that stop the gold drain? 

here has been no such proposition. 
What is asked here could not be done unless 
Congress specifically authorized it. The law 
provides that bonds can be sold for gold.

It does not pay its gold out, but it 
pays whatever it has to pay in legal tender.

AS TO THE POPULAR LOAN.

Suppose the Government should 
have issued a popular loan and should 
have * that everybody who bought 
the bonds must sign a contract that they 
would pay for them in gold which should 
not come from the Treasury, and asking 
them also to agree that they would prevent 
any more gold being shipped from the 
country.

N CITY, Mo. Feb. 12,—Until 

‘last evening it was supposed by those who 
‘were watc the course of the State Uni- 
versity lobby that its di would advo- 
‘cate the abandonment of the State Normal 
Schools as wards of the State unless they 
Should agree to become a part of the Uni- 
versity, and the money heretofore devoted 

to their support should be turned into the 

general revenues of the Columbia octopus. 

Now, however, it develops that the State 

University people are much too smart to 

allow themselves to be committed to any 
‘such cut-throat policy. The chief lobbyists 
‘for the University are all on the ground 

and preparing for their decisive battle be- 
fore the joint Appropriations Committees 
of the Assembly to-night; and they have 
sent for the heads of the three Normal 

Schools to help them make common cause 

with the flayers for as large an allowance as 
‘possible. Otherwise, they say if the Normal 
Schools stand out against the University, 
the latter will retaliate, and the outcome will 

be analogous to that of the celebrated com- 
dat between the Kilkenny felines. It is 
quite likely that the Normals will be only 
too glad to have the help of such ea powerful 
ally as the University lobby, particularly 
as the general impression has gone out that 
both branches of the Assembly are about 
ready to declare that State Normal Schools 
have outlived their usefulness, and that 
competent teachers now before the. public 
are out of all proportion as to the number 
ot places open to them; and the example of 
St. Louis in abolishing her Public School 
Normal Department is being hourly re- 
ferred to as a precedent to be followed by 
‘the State. The junketing committee rather 
encouraged this notion in its report, and 
scores of Representatives from portions of 
the State that have no such schools are 
condemning them as a superfiuity. Be this 
as it may, it is certain that the Normals 
and the University people have found com- 
mon ground for mutual assistance, and 
that policy will compel what selfish in- 
terest would never permit. The State Uni- 
versity is asking for $282,000, its demand 
having been scaled from 9450, 000, and the 

Normal Schools want $125,000 in all—of which 

$35,000 is asked for Cape Girardeau, $50,000 

for Kirksville, and $40,000 for Warrensburg. 

There is another factor to come in, namely 

the Representatives from extreme North- 

west Missouri, who are demanding the es- 
tablishment of an additional Normal School 
as the price of their support for all other 
educational appropriations whatsoever. 
SHORT HOURS FOR POLICE. 
Representative Kyler of St. Louis is fath- 
ering and has secured a favorable report on 

a bill that must carry consternation to the 

hearts of members of St. Louis’ Metropoli- 

tan Police. It provides that the Board of 

Police Commissioners in all cities of over 

100,000 shall so regulate the hours of duty 
that each and every Metropolitan officer 

may not have more than eight hours’ duty 

at one time. Mr. Kyler was asked whether 
he expected that the city of St. Lou 8 would 
be immediately able to provide the addi- 
tional number of men required to police 
the city as well es it is mow on that basis. 
He replied that his bill did not contemplate 
any immediate increase in the number of 
men on the force, although he presumed 
that the city would have to make such pro- 
vision before long. What he proposed, he 
said, was that there should be two reliefs 
just as there are now, but that the men 
would be on duty only eight hours and off 
eight hours, instead of twelve. The point 
was made that such an arrangement would 
make every man’s habits of life exceedingly 
irregular, but Mr. Kyler thought not—the 
men were obliged to change their hours of 
duty every month as it was. He was asked 
who was the originator of the idea, and said 
that he himself was, and that he thought 
it was a good one. The bill is House bill 

No. 494, and has been favorably reported 

by the Committee on Labor and printed. 

Representative Wesley Mortimer has in- 
troduced in the House a bill taking the ap- 
pointive power from the Mayor for all 
positions under the municipal government of 

St. Louis which pay more than $1,800 a year. 

It is a Democratic measure and wil doubt- 

less awaken stiff opposition in the House. 

The idea behind it is, of course, that even if 

St. Louis shall continue to be a Republican 

city for years to come, the Democrats will 

have fighting chances on individual candi- 
dates, and by splitting up the patronage 
they will be able to regain control of the 

Government sooner, if the thing be pos- 
* gible at all. 

PERSONAL PROPERTY TAXES. 

Senator Mott’s measure, No. 169, called 
up to-day for final disposal, is one of gen- 
eral interest in St. Louis. It provides for 
the destruction of all bills representing de- 
Iinquent taxes on personal property, after 
the same have been delinquent for five years 
or more, and if passed and approved will 
stop a great deal of work and expense that 
are now wasted, The Collector of the Rev-

hirty years or more, and the labor of hand- 
ling and entering and cost of carrying these 
amounts ts a serious burden upon the city of 
St. Louis. The addition to the present sec- 
tion that is calculated to bring about the 
new order of things reads: Provided, how- 
ever, that before returning such lists and 
bills to the Collector or his successor, the 
County Court and the city of St. Louis the 
Comptroller, shall carefully examine such 
lists and bills, and if there appear thereon 
any taxes which are delinquent for five 

ars or more, and upon which suit has not 

n brought, the same shall be stricken 
from such delinquent lists and the tax bills 
issued therefor cancelled, and the Collector 
or his successor shall not thereafter be 
charged with the same.“ 

The emergency clause is subjoined, mak- 
ing the act effective prior to the first Mon- 
day in March, when the Collector must 
make settlement.

INSURANCE MATTERS. 

Before the Senate Committee on Insurance 
last night a number of St. Louis insurance 
men came to advocate the passage of Senate 
bill 254, introduced by Mr. Mott, providing 
for the punishment of insurance agenis 
who make discri tions between policy- 
| holders in the same classes, particularly in 
the ting of rebates. Arguments in favor 
of th equalization of rates were made by 
M. W. Leet, J. J. Raleigh, Col. Chris Bllerbee 
and Mr. J. P. Sebree. Mr. Leet contended 
that in mutual companies the profits de- 
rived from increased 
old policy-holders, and cited his Own case 
to show how the system works. He had been 
in one company thirty-five years, and the 
profits were no larger now than when he 
first went in, whereas they ought to be 
much larger. Mr. Raleigh wanted the prac- 
tice of solicitors giving away their commis- 
sions abolished, as he said it worked to the 

great disadvamtage of agents who got 
smaller commissions than those who fol- 
lowed the practice. He also called attention 
to the tnfiexfble rule of the St. Louis Board 
of Fire Underwriters against any such con- 
cessions by agents, even in the matter of 
cutting their own commissions. Col. Ellerbee 
corroborated much of what Messrs. Leet and 
Raleigh had said, except as to the extent of 
the loss suffered by holders of mutual poll- 
cies by the reduction of earnings. It was 
admitted by all the insurance men that 
the object of the bill was almost wholly the 
protection of the agent. But they disclaimed 
the position taken by several members of 
the committee phat the pelicy-holder had 
no interest in the measure, declaring that 
the repeated increases in commisisons paid 
to agents in view of the increase of compe- 
tition, reduced the net earnings of the com- 

anies, and hence the profits that belong 
oe Mtoe Action on the bill was de- 
ut it was understood that it will be 
rted favorably. 

he committee then took up Senator Bas- 
kett’s bill (No. 124), providing for the pay- 
ment directly into the State sury of 2% 
per cent of the gross premiums, 2 per cent 
of which is now paid to the various towns 
and counties. Senator Baskett urged that 
the cost and labor of making this distribu- 
tion were so great that the companies would 
prefer to nar per cent, if they could 
thereby be saved such trouble and expense, 
Senator Baskett said that he had figures 
going to show that the counties now recoive 
not more than two-fifths of the money paid 
by the companies. Col, Ellerbee said there 
was no objection to the bill as far as Mis- 
souri was concerned; but his co ny got 
four-fifths of its business eutside the State, 
and could not stand such a . The ¢om- 
anies were already paying per cent of 
heir entire premiums, and the revenue 
derived by the State last year was $120,000, 
which did not cost the State as much as a 
ostage stamp. Col. Ellerbee went over the 
— of the perfection of the law, so that 
the State could collect it, and he did not 
think there was any room to increase that 
tax, not even so much as one-half of 1 per 
cent. The recent advance in fire insurance 
rates was partially cauged by the imposi- 
tion of this tax. And after all the purchaser 
of fire insurance must pay the tax. He ad- 
vocated the distribution of the share of the 
various counties and municipalities by the 
Superintendent of Insurance, instead of first 
paying it into the State Treasury, whence 
it could only be taken by legislative appro- 
riation. Still some way ought to be devised 
to lessen the cost of distribution, as at pres- 
ent it sometimes costs 60 cents to distribute 
2%—the aggregate sums were divided into 

such small amounts. 
FLEA-FLAYING POLICY REVERSED. 
The Republican leaders of the House have 
consluded that the flea-flaying policy of 
their accidental reformer is likely to react 
disastrously when the House 1224 — 
bill gets into the Senate. They have, there- 
fore, decided to restore the items in the 
civil list to the figures handed in by the 
heads of departments. This concession 
means the restoration of $3,500 to the Secre- 
tary of State’s estimate and of $300 a year to 
the salary of the Governor's stenographer,
